On March 28 the Times 
published an editorial on the passing of Old Walt which is a Curi- 
osity of Literature worthy of a place next to the newspaper attacks 
on Shakespeare in 18th century England. The Times editorial was 
filled with contempt for working people and made the astonishing 
prediction that Whitman and his poetry would soon be forgotten.

This is the essence of Fred’s argument. From another angle— 
If one team is not last one year, and stays about as good as it was, 
but the others improve so much that they pass this team, which 
finishes last, that doesn’t change the quality of that team or turn 
them into fumbling nincompoops of the diamond _ They are still 
big leaguers. 

Fred didn’t say it, but I’m pretty sure that if anyone examined 
my columns he could find some evidences of this kind of phrase 
making at the expense of big league _ballplayers. Some cracks 
about the inept, fumbling, sadsack tailenders, or how hopeless they 
are, or one unfair thing or another, sometimes in what is supposed 
to be a clever phrase. Even if it is not consciously malicious, it re- 
flects an acceptance of the widespread tendency to make @ team’s 
standing all-important for the characterization of a team’s worth. 


I suppose the best way to look at it would be to imagine your- 
self a big league player who has learned his trade along the ham 
and bean minor league train, reached the big league the hard way, 
plays big league baseball, and then has to read about himself as 
being one of a sneered-at bunch of bums because his team occu- 
pies one of the eight places which SOME team has to occupy, since 
you can’t beat arithmetic. 

This doesn’t mean that Fred thinks that it is wrong to point 
out the obvious,that one big league team is better than the other. 
But his point, and its an awful hard one to knock down, is that they 
are still all big leaguers and not “bums” because they may be in 
7th or 8th place.
